The Railroad law of Iowa has been sustained 
by the United States Supreme Court as far as 
to be declared not in conflict with the Fed- 
eral power of regulating commerce between the 
States. This law requires the railroads to fix 
their tariffs every September, make them public 
by posting at all the stations, and to adhere to 
them honestly. A suit brought against the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Road for violation of theve 
provisions, and decided against it, was carried by 
the Company through the State Couris to the 
United States Supreme Courton the ground indi- 
cated above. The Supreme Court have decided 
that the law does not attempt to regulate com- 
merce between the States, but is ouly a police 
regulation such as a State may always enact. 
The Court’ go further and intimate that, 
even if if were a regulation of commerce, the 
law would be valid until superseded by legisla- 
tion by Congress.

During the year, the New York Central and New 
York 4 Erie have had a severe struggle to 
meet their current obligations, The Pennsylva- 
nia Road obtained from the Legislature last April 
authority to increase its debt and capital stock 
by $36,000,000, and in October paid its dividend 
in scrip. The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad in that 
same period paid out of its own curreat and ac- 
cumulated earnings u cash dividend of 10 per 
cent; expended $10,000,000 cash in new rolling- 
stock, bridges. steel tracks, and new roads; re- 
duced its indebtedness, and added $2,800,000 to 
its surplus fuod. Discarding fractions, its gross 
earnings in the year were $15,500,000 ; expenses, 
$10,000,000; net earnings, $5,500,000. Of the 
year before, the net earnings were $5,000,000. 
Despite the extraordinary expenditures, the Com- 
pany added $2,882,000 to its surplus fund, which, 
on the Ist of October, 1873, amounted to $29,- 
034,404. The Company enjoys a credit, at home 
and abroad, superior to that of any other rail- 
road company in the United States. It does 
business oa the cash prificiple. It buys and 
builds with its own money. It haa now under 
construction a road through Ohio and Indiana to 
Chicago, which was progressing during the whole 
season of the panic, and will be completed here 
during 1874. Now compare this condition of 
business with that of the other roads: 

The New York Central Company has to pay 
out of its net earnings ioterest and dividends on 
$106,000,000; the New York & Erie on $118,- 
000,000; the Pennsylvania on $116,000,000; 
and the Baltimore & Ohio on $26,000,000. In 
addition, the latter Company has an invested 
surplus of $29,000,000, and the others have none. 
Despite the obstacles placed in its way by its 
rivals, it forms now one of the four great trunk 
lines from the West to the Atlantic. It is already 
able, even with a circuitous route, to carry pas- 
sengers and freight from Chicago to the seaboard 
at a profit for less money than any. of ita rivals. 
It can deliver flour, grain, and provisions on 
board the Liverpool steamer at Baltimore at 
rates that neither of its competitors, 
nor any other railroad built and oper- 
ated on the watered-stock basis, can attempt- 
If the New York Central, New York & Erie, and 
Pennsylvania Roads cannot afford to take a pas- 
senger from Chicago to New York or Philadel- 
phia for less than $20, or flour at less than $1.25 
per barrel,—and these rates are actually necessa- 
to make a profit,—it follows that the Baltimore 
& Obio Road, having to pay dividends on but 
one-fourth the amount of debt and capital, can 
perform the same transportation at much less. 
Estimating the operating expenses on all the 
roads to be the same, and equaling two-thirds 
of the gross receipts, each of the three roads 
has te pay interest and dividends on four 
times the amount of capital and debt that the 
other road has to satisfy. Consequently, what is 
but living profit to them is so large profit to the 
road doing business on a cash basis that it can 
always carry for less rates, and compel them to 
run at a loss, if competing for the same trade. 
Watered-stock is a fraud, and the Baltimore & 
Ohio Road is the detective officer destined to ex- 
pose it. 


CONGRESS AND THE GRANGERS. 

The most reasonable and conservative demand 
that has been made upon Congress on the part 
of the farmers is contained in a memorial issued 
by the State Grange of Wisconsin, and now cir- 
culating among the minor Granges of the State 
for signatures. This memorial sets forth dis- 
tinctly that the petitioners have no desire to 
make any other demands than those which Con- 
gress has an unquestioned right to provide for, 
— position which some of the farmers’ oon ven- 
tions have ignored. The memorial is otherwise 
in keeping with this conservative spirit, for it 
only calls upon Congress to put the national 
water-channels in a condition of which they are 
susceptible for relieving the evils and 
abuses of transportation. It represents that 
to leave these natural thoroughfares unimproved 
will be not only to continue the present obstruc- 
tion to commerce, but in the nature of a subsidy 
to private railroad corporations at the expense 
of the public. It reminds Congress that these 
are the only means of transportation to which it 
may legitimately turn its attention, and it might 
bave gone still further. If it had told Congress 
that the investment of half the amount in the 
improvement of the mational thoroughfares of 
the country that it has thrown away in railroad 
and steamship enbsidies would have averted the 
present burden upon the producers of the coun- 
try, the suggestion would not have been far 
wrong. What the Wisconsin Grangers specific- 
ally petition for is the speedy improvement of 
the Mississippi at it its mouth, and at other 
points on the river where the General Govern- 
ment has begun work, and also the improve- 
ment of the Fox and Wisconsin Rivers. With- 
out reference to these particular recommenda- 
tions, the spirit of the Wisconsin memorial is

The report of the State Auditor of Iowa has 
just made its appearance, and is an extremely 
interesting document. Unlike previous re- 
porta, it deals not only with receipts and ex- 
penditures, revenues and tax levies, but it fur- 
nishes facts and figures, in which great moral 
lessons are concealed. In this respect, its show- 
ing is an eloquent indicator of the official turpi- 
tude which prevails so generally at the present 
time in the offices of City and Oounty Treas- 
urers. 

The report, therefore, readily divides itself 
anto two sections: First, the financial; second, 
the moral aspects of the County Treasuries as 
feeders to the State Treasury. The first will be 
of interest to our Iowa readers; the second to 
readers everywhere, as breaches of official trust 
are not confined to the narrow limits ot Iowa, 
but embrace the whole boundless continent.” 
On Nov. 4, 1871, the amount in the State Treas- 
ury was $95,969. There were received into the 
State Treasury during ‘the next two years 
$2,407,939; disbtrsements during the same 
time, $2,446,680; leaving im the Treas- 
ury Nov. 1, 1873, $57,228. Some of 
the leading items of the receipts were as follows : 
Railroad taxes, $34,231 ; companies’ 
taxes, $76,721 ; insurance fees, $31,091. The 
Auditor estimates that the receipts of the Treas- 
ury for the two ensuing fiscal years will be 
$1,973,800, and that the orflinary expenditures, 
includiug that of the new Capitol, which is an 
annual standing appropriation, will be $1,474,- 
000, leaving $499,800 available for extraordinary 
appropriations. : 

The above figures comprise ‘the material 
financial exhibit of the condition of the Iowa State 
Treasury. We come now to the moral aspects 
of the case. At theJast election, twenty-three 
County Treasurers failed to make connections 
with their offices, and were consequently left 
out in the cold, and these twenty-three Treasur- 
ers, according to the Auditor’s statement, are in 
arrears as follows: Allamakee County (Toplif, 
Treasurer), $3,884.09; Audubon (Hamlin), 
$1,023.56; Bremer (Norris), $2,086.73 ; Buena 
Vista ( ), $62.07; Olay (Bicknell), $60.-

shall exchange for other funds except as allowed 
by this act, any portion of the public moneys 
intrasted to him for safe keeping, disbursement, 
transfer, or any other purpose, every such act 
shall be deemed and adjudged to be an embezzle- 
ment of so much of said moneys as shal! be thus 
taken, converted, invested, loaned, deposited, or 
exchanged, which is hereby declared to be s 
felony.” This makes out a very clear case 
against the Attorney-General and his 
Chief Clerk. It also furthermore appears 
that George Wilkinson, the  Attorney- 
Generals coachman, got - $70 out of the 
Contingent Fund for driving his carriage; Pat- 
rick Sullivan got $80 for taking care of the 
horses, and Francis Lamb got $70 for a gold pier- 
frame mirror and table.

Now, 
why should the General Assembly order 1,500 
more copies of the laws than they had adjudged 
to be necessary, incurring the expense of paper, 
printing, binding, and distributing? So the 
General Assembly ordered that the journals of 
the House and Senate for an adjourned session 
should be printed during the “ recess,” which 
was an unwarranted expenditure of the public 
money. As uo number of copies was specified, 
Mr. Harlow ordered 500, though 204 would have 
gone around, and of these had 225 copies bound 
in an extra style for the use of the Legislature. 
All these are specimen items of expense in the 
State printing that might be saved to the people 
of Illinois with proper discretion. If there were 
a disposition to manage the business of the peo- 
ple as closely as every member of the Assembly 
would manage his own, from $40,000 to $50,000 
a year might be saved in printing alone.
